Calls for everyone to file into the lower two 
floors of Alden Library echoed over the loud 
speakers. Students reluctantly listened to the an¬ 
nouncers. Few attempted to leave as the univer¬ 
sity offers no abroad programs from Oz. 

Two tornados touched down in the Athens 
area during the 2010-2011 school year. The first 
landed in The Plains, a town only a few miles 
from Ohio University in September. (The im¬ 
ages of damage caine f rom The Plains.) The 
second touched down in late winter quarter 
around ten miles outside of the city. 

The tornado which touched down in the 
Plains devastated an area near Athens High 
School. Trees crushed roofs and mobile homes 
literally rolled over in the wake of the storm. 

The athletic fields at Athens High School sus¬ 
tained damage. The storm toppled light poles 
and tossed bleachers. The tornado also leveled 
the Auto Tech building on East State Street. 

The storm displaced around 200 people from 
their homes according to the Columbus Dis¬ 
patch. 

Tornado relief efforts of the City of Athens, 
emergency agencies and O.U. students began 
immediately following the disaster. 

Cleanup started the day after the storm. 

A church opened its doors to those who needed 
shelter. The university had many tornado 
relief collections that collected money and food 
for victims. 

Kevin Smith, assistant director for campus 
involvement, said that the outpouring of stu¬ 
dent volunteers was immense and thousands of 
goods were donated for tornado relief victims. 

Residents repaired what they could although 
not all tornado damage has been erased from 
the area.

The 2010-2011 Bobcat football sea¬ 
son was one of highs and lows. It all 
started on September fourth when the 
Bobcats played host to the Division I 
AA Wofford Terriers. Ohio Universi¬ 
ty and their rushing attack combined 
with stout defense was able to hold 
Wofford to no passing yards and ten 
points while scoring 33 points and 
winning the season opener. 

Then the Bobcats found their next 
three opponents to be more formida¬ 
ble competition and went on a three 
game losing streak. 

The highlight of the lowlights came 
when the Bobcats traveled to Colum¬ 
bus to take on the nationally ranked 
Buckeyes. Before the game started the 
Bobcats mounted their closest thing 
to an offense when Rufus the Bobcat 
laid a one-sided beat down on Brutus 
Buckeye. The pre-game scrap gained 
national media attention and the uni¬ 
versity found the need new for a rule 
abiding person to put on the mascot 
head. 

The Bobcats were able to re¬ 
bound from their losing streak with 
a win against the Eagles of Eastern 
Michigan. The victory was the five- 
hundredth in program history . The 
Bobcats were lead by quarterback Boo 
Jackson who racked up 268 yards of 
total offense. Running-back Vince 
Davidson accounted for three of the 
team's four touchdowns. The win set 
the Bobcats on a seven game winning 
streak, a feat only matched two other 


times in program history. 

Ohio found different ways to win every 
week. Steady play from quarterback Boo 
Jackson combined with the rushing ef¬ 
forts of Vince Davidson and Phil Bates 
and consistent defensive performances 
really set the tone for the Bobcats' win¬ 
ning ways. 

The MAC East title was in sight for 
Ohio as they entered the final game of the 
season. Unfortunately, the Bobcats came 
up on the short end of the contest losing 
to the Kent State Golden Flashes 28 to six. 

The regular season did not end in vic¬ 
tory for Ohio University but there would 
be postseason play for the Bobcats. The 
team gained their bowl eligibility in the 
ninth week of the season when they de¬ 
feated Louisiana- Lafayette's Rajin Cajuns 
38-31. 

New Orleans was the site for the Bob¬ 
cat's post-season play, They were selected 
to play in the R&L Carriers Bowl against 
the Troy Trojans. The game marked the 
first time the two teams met in their re¬ 
spective program's history. 

Unfortunately the Bobcat defense that 
had been solid all year forgot to get off 
the bus and the Trojans scored thirty-four 
unanswered points. The season ended in 
a 48-21 defeat for Ohio. 

The loss was the second straight bowl 
defeat for the Bobcats. The team ended 
the season with a loss but there were 
many bright spots during the season and 
they have already begun gearing up for 
next year's season and a run at the MAC 
Championship.

The 2010-2011 men's basketball 
season started off with great expecta¬ 
tions after the Bobcats knocked off 
the Georgetown Hoyas in last year's 
NCAA tournament.

The Bobcats fell to the Cardinals 76-73 
in overtime. 

Many figured that Ohio's season 
was over after the loss to Ball State. 
Fortunately for the Bobcats, the Col- 
legeinsider.com Tournament chose the 
Bobcats to face off against rival Mar¬ 
shall in the opening round. 

Looking to avenge an early season 
loss, the Bobcats came out firing and 
knocked off Marshall with a score 
of 65-64. The Bobcats next opponent 
would be East Tennessee State, where 
the boys in green and white would 
eventually fall victim. 

The season was highlighted by 
seniors Tommy Freeman, DeVaughn 


Washington, Asown Sayles and Ad- 
etunji Adedipe. 

Freeman broke Ohio University's 
record for three point field goal 
completions. DeVaughn Washington 
electrified crowds with his high-flying 
dunking ability and the tough play. 

Sayles and Adedipe showed great 
leadership during the season. 

D.J. Cooper ended the season 
as the number two assist man in the 
country with seven and a half assists 
per game. 

The seniors laid down a solid foun¬ 
dation for next year's team with Coo¬ 
per and many familiar faces returning 
and future talent to build upon.

The 2010-2011 Ohio women's 
basketball campaign started off 
in November, at home, against 
the Louisville Cardinals. The 
Cardinals defeated the Bobcats 
by a score of eighty-four to 
forty-seven. 

The Bobcats won their next 
two games over Memphis 
and Marshall. Tenisha Benson 
scored 19 points and grabbed 


seven rebounds in the win over 
Memphis. A seven-seven game 
losing stint followed the open¬ 
ing wins. 

The Bobcats were able to fi¬ 
nally turn things around when 
Presbyterian College made 
their way to Athens. The win 
came thanks to a double-double 
from guard Tenisha Benson 
who recorded 27 points and ten 
boards. 


Ohio then hosted Cleveland

A few losses later, the Bob¬ 
cats struggles came to an end 
in Oxford. Ohio got a strong 15 
point effort from sophomore 
forward Alesia Howard. Se¬ 
nior forward Kamille Buckner 
grabbed ten rebounds in the 
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win. The team continued their 
success as they battled the 
Broncos of Western Michigan. 
Shavon Robinson and Simon 
Lyes combined for 27 points 
arid aided a 60-54 victory. 

The Bobcats then lost two 
games. They snapped the 
streak with a win at Ball State. 
A team high 15 point perfor¬ 
mance by Shavon Robinson led 
the way for the Bobcats.

The team had a seven- 20 
record going into the regular 
season finale. But the Bobcats 
ended their regular season on 
a high note notching a win 
over the Red Hawks. Shavon 
Robinson scored 22 points and 
Tenisha Benson racked up her 
fifth game with double digit 
rebounds. 

The first round action in the 
MAC Tournament pitted the 
Bobcats against the Huskies of 


Northern Illinois. The Bobcats 
lead from the opening tip to 
the final whistle winning 72- 
56. Erin Bailes scored 23 points 
with a five of seven shooting 
performance from beyond the 
arc. Bowling Green bounced 
the team out of the tournament 
in the second round. 

The team returns eight play¬ 
ers including three of their top 
five scores and the team leaders 
in assists, rebounds and steals.
